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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on July 11, 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 
No. 7,169,786 and U.S. Patent No. 7,265,103 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly claimed 
compounds are novel over the prior art because of the structural limitation located at R 14 and R 15 . 
The closest prior art is Andres-Gil et ah, WO 02/066484. Andres-Gil et ah, discloses positional 
isomers of the instantly claimed compounds, wherein R 14 and R 15 are hydrogen. With the filing 
of the terminal disclaimer (section 1 above), this reference does not encompass the scope of the 
instant application, which includes the aforementioned novelty at these positions. The prior art 
reference does not contain the identical or obvious substituents at any other positions on the 
instantly claimed compounds.
